Have Done Smart Work-

AMSTERDAM, Aug. 20,—Profession- 


al soldiers, like General von Blume and 
von Liebert, unlike many other war 
critics, do not seek to belittle 
the 


American army. 


Von Blume, who is on the retired 


list, writes In the Rhinelsch Westfael- 
ische Zeitung: "We have to recognize 
that the Americans, all In all, have 
done very smart work, and it would be 
a very serious thing- if the 
German 


army command had to face an Ameri- 
can fighting army of millions." 


Immediately after the article ap 


peared, a semi-official statement say- 
ing "exaggerated reports going about 
regarding1 the 
size of the American 


army in Europe merit no credence only 
exist in Yankee imagination and en- 
tente propaganda. 
The tonnage ques- 


tion, which is already quoted, will be- 
come still more serious for the entente 
when America has to ship her crops to 
Europe." 


Von Liebert, who was formerly Ger- 


man commandant at Lodz and who 13 
now military critic of the Taeg-lische 
Rundschau of Berlin, tells the public 
that the American army has actually 
become a big factor and the debarka- 
tions in France are proceeding regu- 
larly. He laments the "moral perver- 
sion" which brought the Americans to 
the front, and says: 


"The French and British owe their 


recent successes to their trans-Atlan- 
tic ally, without whom their offensive 
would have 
been 
doomed to disap- 


pointment."

German forces holding the vital sector of the battle

GERMANS NOW IN SERIOUS POSITION 


No details of the fighting are as yet available, but an 


advance of two miles in this sector seems to place the Ger- 
mans, both along the Aisne and before Noyon in a serious 
position, from which only an immediate retreat appears 
possible. 


Unofficial despatches also state that significant local suc- 


cesses have been achieved by the French from the Oise 
northward to well past Roye. 


CLOSE TO TOWN OF LASSIGNY 


The line, as it is traced in despatches, seems to be very 


close to the important town of Lassigny, for which the 
French have been fighting for the last week or more. 


The Germans' hold on Roye also seems to be weak- 


ened by the recent progress of the French north and south 
of the town. 
Roye seems now virtually enveloped on 


three sides. 


FRENCH CAPTURE VASSENS 


Just northwest of Soissons the French have occupied 


the village of Vassens, which is on the eastern bank of a 
s.mall stream flowing into the Oise river at Morsain, a town 
to the southeast which was captured by the French yes- 
terday.

Information will be gathered from* 


the families regarding their annual ex- 
penditures for food, clothing, housing1, 
fuel, furniture and miscellaneous ex- 
penses. 
This information is expected 


to be useful, not only to the govern-, 
ment but to the housewife as well, 
enabling her to know exactly what she 
is getting for her money. 
Data pre- 


viously gathered by the bureau on the 
prices of 22 essential food articles 
showed an increase of 3 per cent for 
the months^ending- July 15. Prices of 
several articles decreased. 


Fine cuts of fresh-beef dropped 1 per, 


cent, navy beans 2 per cent and lard, 
lamb and coffee less than five-tenths of 
i per cent. 


A comparison of retail food prices for; 


July 15, 191$, with prices a -year, pre- 
vious to that date, shows for all arti- 
cles combined an increase of 15 per 
oent. Fresh beef and chicken show tha 
highest increases, advancing 36 per 
cent.

By these movement charts, all in- 


formation 
regarding 
locations 
and 


movements of vessels is accessible, and 
from past records one may forecast the 
time of future voyages. 


The summary on shipping and trade, 


prepared every fen dnye for the war 
industries and war trade boards and 
the food administration, help shape the 
larger policies underlying the use of- 
American ships in 'war time.. 
The 


charts tell whether the ships allocated' 
to a certain trade are enough, too many 
or too few; whether they bring In too 
little, or too much; whether they are 
on time, ahead of time or behind time; 
and whether the trade movement is too 
slow, too fast or dust right. The charts 
also serve to guide. the ship control 
committee in the assignment of ves- 
sels to various trades. By comparing: 
import requirements against deliveries, 
the charts show when vessels may be 
transferred from one trade to another 
or released to the army.

For many years Hnywood has traversed this land, in princely style, 


putting up at the host hotels and ostensibly working for the toiling 
masses, bin in reality plotting the overthrow of our form of government, 
planning revolution, and urging in support of his principles, the 
use o 


the general strike, sabotage and weapons even more criminal.

appealed to the operatives of factories to cast off their alleged slaver 
by rising to destroy capital 
and 
overthrow 
lawful 
authority. 


. first he and other leaders of his ilk were regarded merely as extremist 


of socialistic tendencies, appealing for the rights of labor, but wherea 
the socialists usually appealed to reason, the I.W.W. leaders did no 
hesitate to advocate sabotage and general resistance to law. 


Wherever any labor trouble was reported thither Haywood and hi 


associates took their way, to foment strikes, to incite riot and general re 
eistance. In this part of the state, we had an example of their work in 
the city of Lawrence and but for the firm hand of our police departmen 
directed by Mayor O'Donnell, the. I.W.W. would have had equal success 
in Lowell. 
The people at that time did not really understand the 


secret aims of this revolutionary organization and hence, thousands 
of factory employes were duped into joining the so called Industria 
Workers of the World. 


The I.W.W. appeal was made chiefly to foreigners as being mosl 


easilv induced to oppose the government and 
seek its 
overthrow, 


Many of them had come here to escape oppression, but Haywood anc 
Etior would have them believe 
that the freedom 
enjoyed 
in this 


country is worse than the despotism of Germany or of the othe: 
countries from which the agitators emigrated. 


. Our government authorities treated the I.W.W. with remarkable 


forebearance until the war started. 
Then it was, that Haywood and 


his associated agitators, pacifists and propagandists, discovered that 
the government would not tolerate their opposition to the draft and 
their open assistance to the enemy in this country. 
They were 


charged with conspiracy to disrupt the nation's war program, and on 
Various counts found guilty tinder the espionage act. 


It is to be hoped that the sentence will be such as will put an end 


to the activities of the organization in .this country. 
It has been a 


menace to society, an enemy of industrial peace, of law and order, of our 
system of government, our constitution and our flag. Let the leaders be 
punished as the law provides and after the war, it is safe to predict that 
wherever a professed I. W. W. leader or anarchist appears in this nation, 
he will be promptly driven from the land or else consigned to prison as 
one of the worst enemies of the state and of the freedom so many mil- 
lions of our young men ha"ve sprung to arms to defend if need be with 
their lives. 


It is not improbable that this conviction of the I. W. W. will mark 


the end of the cult in this country as it very properly puts the members

BERJCE, Aug. 20.—Public Insecurity 


is greatly increased at Vienna be- 
cause of the war, according to a 
traveler who has just returned to 
Switzerland from the Austrian cap- 
ital.

BRITISH 
OCCUPY 
MERVILLE 


In Flanders the British have made additional appreciable 


gains in the Lys salient and the German situation within 
the salient appears more difficult daily. 
Driving against 


the head of the salient, the British have won ground on a 
front of nearly six miles and entered the important town of 
Merville, where the Clarence river enters the Lys. 


Noyon fast is becoming the central point of a salient 


such as that which centered around Montdidier at the be- 
ginning of the Picardy offensive. 


The stability "of Ihe present German line from the 


Somme to Rheims depends greatly upon the holding of the 
Noyon salient, whose western outposts are Roye and Las- 
signy. 
British troops are reported to have reached the rail- 


road station in the western suburbs of Roye. 
The French 


have driven the wedge between Roye. and Lassigny to 
Fresnieres, cutting the main highway between the towns. 
In addition to being threatened from the west Lassigny is 
being approached from the south by General Humbert's 
troops, who have finally debouched from Thiescourt wood. 


FRENCH TAKE PIMPERZ 


Along the western bank of the Oise and south of 


Noyon the French have taken Pimperz and reached Deslin- 
court, to the northwest. 
East of the river toward Soissons, 


General Mangin has captured more high ground and has 
taken Morsain and has brought his total of prisoners to 2200. 
In this operation the French not only menace the security of 
Noyon, but relieve the pressure against' Soissons. 
From 


the heights around Morsain they can bombard the German 
battery positions north of Soissons which have been haras- 
sing the allied occupants of that city. 


If Marshal Foch can succeed in pinching off Noyon and 


advancing northward, he virtually will compel the Germans 
to retire from the present line north of Roye toward Arras 
and will hasten, if not force, a German retreat to the north 
of the Aisne between Soissons and Rheims. Success around 
Noyon might be far-reaching but the terrain is difficult be- 
cause of the woods and hills and German resistance may 
continue stubborn. 


Along the Vesle, the French and Americans have en- 


larged their holdings north of the river by slight advances 
at several points. 


Allied forces in Vladivostok have been reinforced by the

determined in said resolution. 
It appears that the above amount of 
$1400.01 has never (been collected by 
the Wamesit Power company, though

Through an agreement entered into 
by and between the Warn.esit Power 
company and the city of Lowell under 
date of May 27, 1010, it was agreed ro 
construct a bridge over Hale's brook at 
the ooiiit of its intersection with Law- 
rence street, and the Wameslt Power 
company was to pay the city of Low- 
ell the sum of $581 as its share of the 
construction 
of said 
bridge. 
Thia 
bridge was duly constructed, and said 
sum haa never been paid to the city of 
Lowell. 
In 1914 the Wameslt Power company 
claimed that a coffer dam still re- 
mained In the brook, and that, the bed 
of the brook has not been paved, and 
that certain other things were not done 
to carry out the agreement relative to 
the free flow of the water to the sat- 
isfaction of said company. But in said 
agreement no provision waa made for 
any act or thincr to be done by ihe city 
otber than carrying down the abut- 
ments and making the span of the new 
bridge wider than the pre-existing- one.

been taken over by the custodian.

Included in the rights seized are 


those to many famous musical and dra- 
matic productions presented, in the 
country in English, and to plays which 
have been staged in the enemy tongue 
at the German theater in Milwaukee- 
Royalties from talking machine rec- 
ords of the prima donna, Mme. Emmy 
Des t inn, and of Fritz Kreisler, the 
violinist, also will swell the sales of 
Liberty bonds.

on the custodian's list are: "The Choco- 
late Soldier," "The Dollar Princess,"

Every Six Minutes One Ar- 


rives and Another Departs 
From American Ports 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 20—Every six 


minutes a merchant .vessel arrives and 
another departs from American ports. 
From North Atlantic seaports, there 
ia a departure every eleven minutes; 
and ono for Europe every forty min- 
utes. This rate of operation does not 
include vessels in the service of tho 
army or navy. 


The merchant fleet of 1.500 ships un- 


-ar the control <of the shipping board 
are run as railroads on a time schedule. 
Tho duty of measuring ship's perform- 
ances with their tanks la lodged with 
tho planning nml statistics division ot 
tho shipping board, headed by K. H. 
Ony, formerly dean of tho Harvard 
Graduate School of Business. 


Obviously, the. division must know 


tho tasks in details, and BO It co-ordi- 
nates with the war industries and war 
trade bonrda In determining1 and pro- 
viding for the country's needs from 


abroad, it works on month to month, 
schedules or as far in advance as It is 
feasible or possible to forecast. 


In planning1 the use of ships, the divi- 


sion works with the food administra- 
tion in determining the shipping re- 
quirements for food; with the war de- 
partment in correlating shipping with 
the requirements of the line of sup- 
plies to the western front; with the 
war industries board in seeking solu- 
tion of the problem of bringing neces- 
sary raw imports into the country; and 
with the war trade board In preparing 
the lists of essential imports and ex- 
ports. 


As the country has gone more a.ncT 


more on a war basis, it has been re- 
garded necessary to limit the list of 
essential imports to less than a hun- 
dred. 
Data on the ships and their 


trade provides the basis for operation 
of 
the vessels under the 
shipping 


board's control. Likewise, records are 
kept of neutral vessels coming- to this 
country or linking up with its foreign 
trade. 
Thus the division checks daily 


about 7,000 -vessels, 1,600 of them being- 
those of the shipping board, 3,000 en* 
gaged directly in American commerce 
and 2,500 scattered over the globe and 
trading for the most part with the 
allies or their colonies. Roughly, one- 
fourth of the merchant ships of the 
world. are watched by the shipping 
board. 


Ship performances against tasks are 


recorded by "progress charts," which 
show at a glance what the vessels have 
to do and how they are doing it. Eacfa 
set of charts is divided into ten divi- 
sions—one each for movements of ves- 
sels, turn-arounds, ships charts of com- 
modities, individual commodity charts, 
summary of imports, individual trades, 
summary of trades, ship charts of ex- 
ports, performances in ports, and dock 
performances. • Copies are distributed 
every ten days to governments which, 
require constant information about th6 
movement of supplies. 


By these movement charts, all In- 


formation 
regarding 
locations 
and 


movements of vessels Is accessible, and 
from past records one may forecast the 
time of future voyages. 


The summary on shipping and trade, 


prepared every ten days for the war 
industries and war trade boards and 
the food administration, help shape the 
larger policies underlying- the use of 
American ships in war time. 
The 


charts tell whether'the ships allocated 
to a certain trade are enough, too many 
or too few; whether they bring in too 
little, or too much; whether they ara 
on time, ahead of time or behind time; 
and whether tho trade movement Is too 
slow, too fast or 3ust right. The chart* 
also serve to guide the ship control 
committee in tho assignment of ves- 
sels to various trades. By comparing 
import requirements against deliveries, 
the charts show when vessels may ba 
transferred from ono trade to another 
or released to the army.

The conviction of one hundred I.W.W. members including Big Bill 


Haywood, with whose personality the people of Lowell and Lawrence 
are well acquainted, will be bailed with delight by every 
patriotic 


citizen of this nation. 


For many years Ilaywobd has traversed this land, in princely style, 


putting up nt the best hotels and ostensibly working for the toiling 
masses, but in reality plotting the overthrow of our form of government, 
planning revolution, and urging in support of bis principles, the 
use of 


the general strike, sabotage and weapons even more criminal. 
He 


appealed to the operatives of factories to cast off their alleged slavery 
by rising to destroy capital and 
overthrow 
lawful 
authority. 
At 


first he and other leaders of his ilk were regarded merely as extremists 


;of socialistic tendencies, appealing for the rights of labor, but whereas 
the socialists usually appealed to rr-ason, the I.W.W. leaders did not 
hesitate to advocate sabotage and general resistance to law. 


Wherever any labor trouble was reported thither Haywood and his 


associates took their way, to foment strikes, to incite riot and general re- 
sistance. In this part of the state, we had ai example of their work in 
the city of Lawrence and but for the firm hand of our police department 
directed by Mayor O'Donnell, the I.W.W. would have had equal success 
in Lowell. 
The people at that time did not really understand the 


Secret aims of this revolutionary organization and hence, thousands 
of factory employes were duped into joining the so called Industrial 


Workers of the World. 


The I.W.W. appeal was made chiefly to foreigners as being most 


easily induced 
to oppose the government 
and 
seek its 
overthrow. 


Many of them had come here to escape oppression, but Haywood and 
Ettor would have them believe that the freedom 
enjoyed in this 


fcountry is worse than the despotism of Germany or of the other 
(countries from which the agitators emigrated. 


Our government authorities treated the I.W.W. with remarkable 


forebearance until the war started. 
Then it was, that Haywood and 


his associated agitators, pacifists and propagandists, discovered that 
the government would not tolerate their opposition to the draft and 
their open assistance to the enemy in this country. 
They were 


charged with conspiracy to disrupt the nation's war program, and on 
.various counts found guilty under the espionage act. 


It is to be hoped that the sentence will be such as will put an end 


to the activities of the organization in this country. 
It has been a 


menace to society, an enemy of industrial peace, of law and order, of our 
system of government, our constitution and our 
flag.

wherever a professed I. W. W. leader or anarchist appears in this nation,

The array authorities keenly real- 


ized the anxiety prevailing at home 
during and since the first extended 
action largely participated in by the 
American forces, and the whole ma- 
chinery of casualty reports has been 
worked to the limit within the basic 
rule ol accuracy before speed. 


The system ot keeping track of 


every member of. the American ex- 
peditionary 
foices is simply organ- 


ized but it is gigantic. 
It radiates 


from the central records office when 
is kept the complete history of every 
officer and man and civilian worker. 


Facts concerning every casualty are 


rushed 
by 
courier 
to the 
central 


records office, where a check is made 
against his name and record to pre- 
vent confusion and to identify 
him. 


Then a message is prepared and 
checked 
back, and then 
cabled to 


Washington, where the next of kin 
is notifled and the list published. 
The work is done as expedltiously 


as possible, and wers it not for battle 
conditions beyond human remedy the 
American people might read each day's 
roll of honor the next day. 
In trench 


fighting and in small operations it is 
possible to make almost immediate1 
casualty reports; but in a warfare of 
movement, Involving large numbers and 
extended territory, such as the Marne 
battle, the task becomes enormously 
difficult and slow, despite the best ef- 
forts of the authorities. 


The regulations require that every 


report of killed, wounded or missing 
must be established beyond a doubt. 
Units moving forward for hours under 
heavy fire, losing men on the way, can- 
not pause to check casualties. 
Theso 


must come later from dressing stations, 
hospitals or burying parties operat- 
ing in the wake of the advancing 
lines. 
Frequently company, battalion

records and reports 


are destroyed or lost in action.

accurate casualty reports for days, 
perhaps for weeks.
